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A VISION  OF  UNION 

Great  is  the  call  among  Friends  for  an  outpour- 
ing of  the  Spirit,  for  a deepening  experience  in 
God,  a covering  of  His  Grace  over  those  working 
in  the  service  of  human  need,  and  a sensitizing  of 
ourselves  to  the  movement  of  the  Spirit  so  we  may 
have  it  work  its  way  through  us. 

Friends  are  searching,  seeking.  To  be  a seeker 
is  to  recognize  that  there  must  be  an  answer  to 
what  is  sought.  There  is  no  answer  to  undirected 
searching.  What  is  Friends’  vision  of  what  is 
sought?  A vision  clearly  defines  what  is  sought  so 
that  the  answer  can  be  recognized  when  it  comes. 

Without  such  a vision  to  give  us  direction  and 
purpose,  Friends’  response  to  human  needs  and 
social  pressures  will  remain  a series  of  conflicting 
demands  upon  our  limited  time  and  resources.  The 
power  of  love  will  move  among  us,  uniting  us  into 
a wider  body  of  fellowship,  when  we  have  com- 
municated to  one  another  a vision  of  God  that 
gathers  us  in  like  mind  and  concern. 

Our  social  action  is  to  the  end  of  social  reform. 
Let  us  have  something  to  reform  people  to.  This 
work  of  social  reform  is  not  really  our  own:  the 
plan  and  initiative  is  God’s  for  His  kingdom.  The 
reform  begins  in  our  relationship  with  God. 
Friends’  historical  traditions  in  social  reform  need 
to  be  transformed  and  made  meaningful  for  us 
today  through  a new  vision  of  God  in  our  lives. 

What  do  we  want  of  ourselves?  Simply  to  re- 
spond to  others  on  the  basis  of  “the  light  of  God 
in  every  man”  is  not  enough.  For  here  God  remains 
something  apart  and  distinctly  different  from  our- 
selves. We  need  more  than  instruction  from  our 
response  to  the  Light:  we  need  union  with  the 
Light.  To  find  the  answer  deeply  enough  for  our- 
selves is  also  to  find  our  brother,  in  Christ.  For  are 
we  not  one  in  Him?  Go  into  God  until  He  compels 
you  out  to  your  neighbor.  Our  humanness  needs 
to  be  transcended  by  knowing  the  fullness  of  the 
resources  of  the  Holy  Spirit  within. 

The  promise  of  such  a needed  fulfillment  has 
been  with  us  ever  since  Jesus  Christ  received  His 
fulfillment  in  the  Father.  He  has  been  continually 
wanting  to  give  to  us  what  He  received  of  the 
Father:  Union  with  God  and  one  another  is  in 
the  Christ.  By  receiving  what  He  has  to  give  of 
Himself,  by  letting  Him  find  Himself  in  us,  we 
know  the  power  of  love. 
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Here  is  a new  dimension  to  George  Fox’s  experi- 
ence that  “there  is  one,  even  one  who  can  speak 
to  thy  condition,  Jesus  Christ.”  We  need  more 
than  being  spoken  to;  our  condition  needs  to 
change.  The  light  of  God  needs  to  break  through 
the  vale  covering  our  eyes  to  a yet  unborn  nature 
within  us,  transmuting  us  with  itself  into  the  birth 
of  the  Christ. 

The  greater  power  meant  for  our  needs  is  in  His 
uniting  us  with  Himself,  and  transformation  of  self 
into  His  nature.  Love  initiates  a union  of  God  with 
man  whose  offspring  is  the  Christ.

A CALL  TO  FRIENDS  FOR  SUSTAINED 
ACTION  ON  VIETNAM 

The  Friends  Coordinating  Committee  on  Peace  held  an 
exploratory  conference  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  September, 
to  consider  and  outline  possible  actions  on  the  questions: 
What  do  Friends  do  now  about  Vietnam  and  its  related 
problems?  Should  a restatement  of  Friends  Peace  Testi- 
mony he  taken?  Represented  were  the  AFSC,  FCNL, 
FWCC,  Young  Friends  of  North  America,  Friends  United 
Meeting,  Friends  General  Conference,  and  several  Yearly 
Meetings. 

From  the  sessions  emerged  approval  of  a six-months 
sustained  effort  on  Vietnam,  with  a variety  of  actions,  the 
first  among  them  being  a letter  to  all  Monthly  Meetings 
in  the  U.  S.,  the  text  of  which  follows.  Meetings  are  asked 
to  notify  the  FCCP  Chairman  of  plans  adopted  for  par- 
ticipation, and  also  to  send  in  a progress  report  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  1966. 

Because  of  the  widespread  concern  among 
Friends  over  the  Vietnam  war,  and  the  untold  hu- 
man suffering  which  is  a part  of  it,  the  Friends 
Coordinating  Committee  on  Peace  met  in  Wash- 
ington, September  12  and  13,  1965;  to  consider 
the  appropriate  responses  of  Friends  today  in  the 
light  of  their  fundamental  testimony  against  all 
war. 

We  recommend  renewed  effort  on  the  part  of 
Friends  to  become  informed  upon  the  problems 
that  are  related  to  the  suffering  that  is  now  being 
inflicted  by  the  war  upon  the  Vietnamese  people; 
and  we  encourage  the  fullest  possible  participa- 
tion of  Friends  everywhere  in  the  decision-mak- 
ing processes  which  will  determine  the  future  of 
our  government’s  involvement  in  this  conflict. 

We  conceive  of  Friends’  witness  as  the  living 
expression  of  the  peace  testimony.  We  believe  that 
it  is  urgently  needed.  Specific  witness  will  assume 
diverse  forms  according  to  the  leading  of  the  Light 
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of  each  individual.  The  Friends  Coordinating 
Committee  on  Peace  does  not  presume  to  specify 
which  of  the  following  alternatives  may  be  most 
appropriate  for  Meetings  or  for  any  individual, 
but  hopes  that  Friends  will  initiate  a sustained 
six-months  effort  on  Vietnam,  from  October  1, 
1965,  through  March  1966.  In  such  an  effort 
Friends  might: 

1 ) Inform  themselves  as  broadly  as  possible  on 
the  issues  involved  in  Southeast  Asia,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  moral  issues.  (No  Meeting  need 
wait,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a kit  of  informational 
materials  will  be  supplied  to  each  Meeting  in  the 
near,  future. ) 

2)  Discuss  these  issues  in  public  meetings  and 
with  Friends  and  neighbors. 

3 / Take  advantage  of  resource  speakers  on  tour 
for  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  and 
the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation. 

4)  Write  the  President,  legislators,  and  the  local 
press,  and  sponsor  newspaper  advertisements,  ex- 
pressing Friends’  concern  and  its  basis,  and  calling 
for  a cease-fire  and  an  end  to  the  war. 

5)  Support  the  concern  of  the  Young  Friends 
of  North  America  as  outlined  in  their  recent  letter 
to  Monthly  Meetings,  and  specifically,  if  the  way 
opens,  make  a door-to-door  collection  of  relief 
materials  for  both  the  South  and  North  Vietnams. 

6 ) Support  the  relief  programs  of  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee  as  they  develop. 

7 ) Explore  the  possibilities  for  service  in  North 
and  South  Vietnams,  including  a proposal  for  hav- 
ing Quaker  representatives  personally  present  in 
strife-torn  areas  as  a human  deterrent  to  further 
bloodshed. 

8)  Send  representatives  to  an  assembly  to  be 
called  in  Washington,  February  4 to  7,  1966,  for 
consultation  and  further  action. 

We  call  on  Friends  everywhere,  as  individuals 
and  as  Meetings,  to  speak  to  the  moral  confusion 
of  our  country  by  our  actions,  by  our  prayer  and 
example,  and  by  our  ministry  to  those  who  suffer 
through  the  vilence  of  our  times.

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HISTORY  OF  PACIFIC  COAST  MEETINGS: 
COLLEGE  PARK 

This  is  the  first  in  an  occasional  series  of  histories  of  the 
Monthly  Meetings  that  comprise  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
Fittingly,  the  first  account  is  of  College  Park  Meeting  in 
San  Jose,  California,  the  earliest  Friends  Meeting  on  the 
West  Coast.  The  information  was  prepared  by  Herbert 
Jones,  long-time  member  of  the  Meeting.  He  also  sent  us 
the  poem  by  Joel  Bean  which  follows. 

Friends’  worship  in  California  was  first  organ- 
ized in  San  Jose,  California  in  1861,  through  the 
efforts  of  Jesse  and  David  Hobson.  Meeting  was 
first  held  in  private  homes.  In  1866,  a meeting 
house  was  built  at  9th  and  St.  John  Streets,  San 
Jose.  This  building  was  sold  in  1883  to  the  Free 
Methodist  Church.  The  Quakers  then  established 
two  separate  Meetings.  One  was  located  in  a 
building  erected  on  Stockton  Avenue  in  1884,  and 
the  Meeting  continued  until  1924.  The  other,  Col- 
lege Park  Meeting,  was  established  in  1885  by  Joel 
and  James  Bean  and  their  wives.  This  group  built 
the  Meeting  House  in  1885.  In  1958,  the  building 
was  moved  across  the  street  to  its  present  location 
at  1041  Morse  Street. 

Around  this  Meeting  there  developed  the  Col- 
lege Park  Association  of  Friends  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  area.  This  group,  which  included 
Friends  and  friends  of  Friends,  held  semi-annual 
meetings  on  the  first  Seventh  Day  of  Fifth  and 
Eleventh  Months.  Because  it  was  an  association, 
one  could  belong  to  it  and  still  hold  his  member- 
ship in  another  church.  This  idea  worked  very  well 
until  the  Yearly  Meeting  was  formed,  when  it 
was  sometimes  difficult  to  determine  actual 
memberships. 

Scattered  Friends  from  the  East  moved  into  the 
Pacific  Coast  area.  In  April,  1930,  members  of  Col- 
lege Park  Association  called  a meeting  at  Mills 
College  in  Oakland  of  Friends  from  California, 
Oregon,  and  Washington.  At  this  time  the  Pacific 
Coast  Association  of  Friends  was  formed,  which 
met  in  annual  conferences.  When  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing was  established  in  1947,  the  Pacific  Coast  As- 
sociation ran  concurrently  with  it  for  about  ten 
years,  and  then  was  dropped. 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  was  formed  in 
the  fall  of  1948,  to  include  the  four  or  five  Meetings 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area.  There  are  now 
eleven  Meetings  in  this  Quarter. 

Augustus  Murray  and  family  of  Palo  Alto  were 
part  of  the  College  Park  group.  He  taught  Greek 
at  Stanford,  and  served  in  Washington,  D.  C.  dur- 
ing Herbert  Hoover’s  administration.  He  was 
asked  to  see  about  the  building  of  the  Meeting 
House  there,  and  to  be  present  during  the  Meet- 
ings for  Worship. 

Laura  Fitinghoff,  who  passed  away  the  same 
week  as  Herbert  Hoover,  was  an  early  member  of 
College  Park  Meeting.  She  was  a social  service 
worker  in  Santa  Clara,  and  served  as  Hoover’s 
secretary  during  his  child-feeding  program  in 
Europe. 


College  Park  Meeting  House,  San  Jose,  Calif, 
in  December,  1885,  shortly  after  it  was  built. 

Andrew  and  Hannah  Erskine  were  married  in 
College  Park  Meeting  House.  Howard  and  Anna 
Brinton  also  said  the  Friends’  ceremony  there. 
This  was  very  fitting,  as  it  was  Anna’s  grandpar- 
ents who  were  instrumental  in  starting  this 
Meeting. 

When  the  harvests  were  housed  in  the  fall  of  the  year. 

And  October’s  rich  tintings  began  to  appear, 

We  were  happy  a fifty  mile  journey  to  take 

By  the  skirts  of  the  mountains  and  shores  of  the  lake, 

To  Sandwich  where  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held, 

Amid  beauties  of  scenery  never  excelled. 

On  the  way  we  joined  others  at  Wolfboro  Bridge, 

From  Dover  and  Berwick  and  New  Durham  Ridge, 

From  Farmington,  Chestnut  Hills,  Rochester  Plains, 

Till  we  formed  a procession  of  long  carriage  trains. 

As  near  to  the  end  of  the  day’s  drive  we  drew, 

A landscape  most  charming  attracted  our  view; 

On  neighboring  hills  were  twin  villages  seen; 

The  meeting  house  stood  in  the  valley  between. 

The  woodlands  with  brilliance  of  color  were  crowned. 

And  mountains  in  majesty  circled  around. 

The  Friends  of  the  town  for  their  guests  were  prepared. 
Choicest  comfort  and  company  freely  were  shared. 

The  Hoags  and  Meaders  and  Beedes  and  Fryes, 

Barneys,  Peasleys  and  others  to  memory  rise, 

Whose  virtuous  habits  and  vigorous  toil. 

Drew  out  of  that  rocky,  ungenerous  soil 

The  means  to  build  homes  of  the  choicest  and  best 

Such  as  studded  New  England  and  dowered  the  West, 

And  characters  strong,  whose  descendants  have  shed 
An  influence  far  o’er  our  continent  spread. 

When  the  Meeting  assembled,  the  large  house  was  filled 
To  reverent  worship  and  concourse  was  stilled; 

The  house  of  the  Lord  was  a temple  of  prayer, 

And  the  Master  Himself  was  the  Minister  there. 

With  the  gifts  of  His  Spirit  His  servants  were  stirred, 

And  lips  were  anointed  to  utter  the  Word. 

The  phonographed  voices  then  heard  in  those  walls, 

Are  still  reproduced  in  life’s  innermost  halls.

VIETNAM 

As  a Canadian  Friend  and  a friend,  as  I hope,  of 
the  United  States,  may  I be  permitted  to  say  some- 
thing about  what  I believe  the  rest  of  the  world 
now  thinks  about  its  conflict  in  Vietnam?  To  begin 
with,  it  is  America’s  conflict,  not  that  of  the  Viet- 
namese, China,  or  any  other  country  or  people.  It 
began  when  America  tried  to  extend  her  influence 
( many  people  would  use  the  word  possessiveness ) 
in  a place  where  France  had  been  displaced. 

Most  of  the  rest  of  the  world  thinks  this  is  a 
conflict  which  can  only  be  resolved,  as  it  is  an 
American  conflict,  by  an  American  change  of 
heart,  by  the  substitution  of  charity  for  acquisitive- 
ness and  renunciation  for  imperialism.  The  rest  of 
the  world  may  be  quite  wrong,  but  this  is  how  the 
struggle  is  generally  seen,  and  I at  least  believe 
that  unless  it  is  soon  resolved  the  consequence 
must  be  a resounding  defeat  for  the  “American 
way  of  life,”  even  if  America  should  achieve  a total 
military  victory. 

Indeed,  a total  military  victory  would  almost 
certainly  be  followed  by  a peace  leading  straight 
to  total  Communism  in  Asia  and  eventually  by  the 
downfall  of  the  armament  and  allied  industries  in 
the  United  States.  China  can  well  afford  to  be 
passive,  or  ostensibly  so,  in  a situation  like  this, 
where  it  can  be  said  by  them,  “Heads  I win,  tails 
you  lose.” 

I am  writing  this  letter  at  this  point  because 
America  is  so  closely  involved  that  it  is  hard  for 
her  to  see  the  wood  for  the  trees,  but  if  ever  a 
Christian  approach  to  a situation  was  required, 
this  is  it  — and  time  will  not  wait.

This  may  be  as  good  an  opportunity  as  any 
for  sharing  with  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  my  deep 
concern  that  the  World  Friendship  Center  con- 
tinue and  expand  here  in  Hiroshima,  and  that  it 
continue  under  the  prayerful  guidance  of  Friends. 
Although  we  believe  it  must  be  under  no  religious 
sponsorship  at  the  moment,  it  will  obviously  be 
directed  and  influenced  by  the  persons  who  are 
residents-in-charge.  We  hope  to  have  a permanent 
Japanese  director  for  our  program  this  fall,  but  it 
is  also  desirable  that  loving  Americans  resident 
here  continue  to  witness  to  the  concern  which  so 
many  of  us  feel  and  to  help  in  the  many  programs 
which  have  been  set  up  to  start  and  carry  on  in- 
ternationally-oriented projects. 

It  is  our  eventual  dream  to  have  a number  of 
small  apartments  in  the  Friendship  Center  com- 
plex where  “peace  interns”  from  various  parts  of 
the  world  can  live  for  periods  of  a few  weeks  or 
months,  sharing  their  own  interests  and  profes- 
sional skills  with  Hiroshima  residents  and  with  one 
another.  (Ideally,  we  would  like  to  have  repre- 
sentatives from  Latin  America,  Africa,  Europe, 
and  various  Communist  countries,  as  well  as  Amer- 
icans, living  and  working  together  in  Hiroshima, 
all  contributing  their  knowledge  and  helping  make 
a truly  international  center  of  cooperation  here. ) 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  sent  a “feeler”  when 
they  sent  David  and  Catherine  Bruner  to  be 
Friends  in  Hiroshima.  Hiroshima  needs  Friends 
( and  friends ) not  just  for  a year,  but  coming  and 
going  constantly.  Through  the  World  Friendship 
Center  we  hope  to  provide  a place  and  an  ideal 
that  will  pull  them  together  and  give  their  visits 
meaning.

NOW  IS  THE  TIME 

(Another  expression  of  concern  similar  to  Wini  Osta’s  in 
last  month’s  issue.— Ed.) 

In  one  of  our  worship-fellowship  groups  at 
Yearly  Meeting,  the  question  was  raised  whether 
we  Friends  are  in  any  danger,  from  our  undying 
insistence  on  playing  everything  by  ear  (need  I 
translate  it  as  unprogrammed  structure?)  of 
throwing  the  baby  out  with  the  bath.  My  answer 
to  this  query  was  a thunderous  “yes!” 
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I illustrated  my  answer  by  relating  a somewhat 
recent  experience  in  a city  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, which  of  course  must  remain  nameless.  My 
wife  and  I had  travelled  many  hundreds  of  miles 
to  be  there  ( unannounced,  and  for  other  errands 
also)  on  a Sunday,  so  that  we  could  attend  the 
Meeting  for  Worship.  To  this  end  we  had  carefully 
informed  ourselves  of  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing for  what  we  knew  was  a struggling  group. 

Decently  ahead  of  the  appointed  hour,  we  pre- 
sented ourselves  to  an  empty  room  and  awaited 
the  exciting  arrival  of  the  native  seekers.  Eleven 
o’clock,  and  the  countdown  begins.  Adding  fifteen 
minutes  of  grace  to  this,  it  seemed  that  no  one  was 
going  to  arrive.  Since  we  wanted  to  start  the -day 
with  corporate  worship  somewhere,  we  decided 
to  hunt  a more  structured  program  and  wound  up 
( late,  of  course ) at  the  Congregational  Church. 

Afterwards,  we  returned  to  the  Friends  Meet- 
ing, and  inquiry  developed  that  there  had  indeed 
been  a small  gathering,  but  all  had  left  by  the  time 
of  our  return. 

Allow  me  to  observe  that,  had  the  roles  been  re- 
versed, we  of  the  host  city  would  have  been  pretty 
sick  to  miss  the  coming  of  any  new  faces  to  a Meet- 
ing in  so  delicate  a state  of  health.  We  shook  the 
dust  of  that  city,  and  promptly  set  our  course  for 
more  promising  fields. 

This  account  is  only  to  say  that  unprogrammed 
worship  can  be  pretty  futile  if  it  encourages 
slovenly  attention  to  this  simple  matter  of  being 
on  time.  Ed  Morgenroth  has  raised  the  question 
whether  it  is  quite  fair  for  a group  of  prompt  wor- 
shippers to  be  set  back  to  a new  beginning  in 
corporateness  by  a troop  of  the  unsaved  thinking 
only  of  their  convenience. 

Quakers  won’t  like  to  be  known  as  thieves  (of 
time!),  but  they  might  repent  if  the  question  of 
infanticide  is  suggested.

because  they  don’t  speed  about  anything. 

“Ed  is  happier  than  I’ve  seen  him  in  a long  time.  He 
is  a good  teacher  and  has  had  a taste  of  it  for  three 
weeks  now!  Schools  are  of  homemade  brick  or  mud  and 
thatch  with  mud  floors.  The  classrooms  have  little 
beauty  or  equipment,  and  much  of  the  teaching  and 
most  of  the  books  are  dull,  but  the  children  are  well 
behaved  and  eager  to  learn. 

“The  people  are  friendly,  accepting,  and  patient.  We 
get  wonderful  peas,  potatoes,  corn,  pineapple,  melons 
at  the  door.  The  boys  go  daily  with  their  pail  to  get  fresh 
milk. 

“The  country  is  magnificent  — green,  clear,  bright- 
thick  forests  and  red  soil,  slopes  and  a feeling  of  moun- 
tains (though  it  is  a plateau  above  a plateau  that  we 
are  actually  on  — over  a mile  high).  It  reminds  me  of 
Arizona  mountains,  but  is  much  more  fertile,  though 
not  oy  good  farming  standards.  Tea  estates  are  nearby. 
We  saw  coffee  growing  in  Nairobi.”
